“Credit Side” of Ledger.

Peace depends upon the free 
nations; sticking together. and 
making a combined effort io! 
check aggression and prevent 
war. In this respect, 1951 was a 
year of great achievement. , 

In Korea, the forces of the. 
United Nations turned back the 
Chinese Communist § invasion— 
and did it without widening the 
area of conilict. The action of 
the United Nations in Korea has 
been a powerful deterrent to a 
third world war. However, the 
situation in Korea remains very 
hazardous. The outcome of the 
armistice negotiations is still un- 
certain, 

In Indochina and Malaya, our 
aid has helped our allies to hold 
back the Communist advance, 
although there are signs of fur- 
ther trouble in that area. , 

In 1951, we strengthened the 
chances of peace in the Pacific 
region by the treaties with Japan 
and by defense arrangements 
with Australia, New Zealand, and 
the Philippines: 

European Security. 

In«Europe, combined defense 
has become a reality. The free 
nations have created a réal fight- 
ing force. This force is not yet 
as strong as it needs to be; but 
it is already a real obstacle to 
any attempt by hostile forces to 
sweep across Europe to the Al- 
lantic. 

In 1951, we also moved to 
strengthen the security of Europe 
by the agreement to bring Greece 
and Turkey into the North At- 
lantic treaty. 

The United Nations, the world’s 
great hope for peace, has come 
through a year of trial stronger 
and more useful than ever. The 
free nations have stood together 
in blocking Communist attempts 
to tear up the charter. 

At the present session of the 
United Nations in Paris, we to- 
gether with the British and the 
French, offered a plan to reduce 
and control all armaments under 
a foolproof inspection § system. 
This is a concrete, practical pro- 
posal for disarmament. 

But what happened? Vishinsky 
laughed at it. Listen to what he 
said: “I could hardly sleep at all 
last night. ... 1 could not sleep 
because | kept laughing.” The 
world will be a long time forget- 
ting the spectacle of that fellow 
laughing at disarmament. 

Disarmament Not a Joke. 
Disarmament is not a joke. 

Vishinsky’s laughter met with 

shock and anger from people all | 
over the world. And, as a result, | 

Mr. Stalin’s representative re- | 

ceived orders to stop laughing 
and start talking. | 

If the Soviet leaders were to 
accept this proposal, it would 
lighten the burden of armaments, | 
and permit the resources of the | 
earth to be devoted to the good 
of mankind. But until the Soviet 
Union accepts a sound disarma- | 
ment proposal, and joins in peace- | 
ful settlements, we have no choice | 
except to build up our defenses.

During this past year, we added | 


more than a million men and 
women to our armed forces. The 
total is now nearly three and one- 
half million. - We have made

Economic cenditions in the 
| country are good. There are 
| 61,000,000 people on the job; 
- Wages, farm incomes, and busi- 

ness profits are at high levels. 
Total preduction of goods and 
| services in our country has in- 

creased 8 per cent over the 
last year—about twice the nor- 
' mal rate of growth, 

Perhaps the most amazing 
thing about our economic prog- 
ress is the way we are increas- 
ing our basic capacity to pro- 
duce. For example, we are now 
in the second year of a three- 
year program which will double 
our output of aluminum, in- 
crease our electric power sup- 
ply by 40 per cent, ahd increase 
our steel-making capacity by 15 
per cent. We can then produce 
120. millien tens of steel a year, 
as much as the rest of the world 
put together.

This expansion will mean more |

Now. I must turn to -the debit | 


side of the ledger for the past 
year, 


the debit side of the ledger is 
that the Soviet Union, in 1951, 
continued to expand its military 
production and increase its al- 
ready excessive military power. 

It is true that the Soviets have 
run into inereasing difficulties. 
Their hostile policies have awak- 
ened stern resistance among tree 
men throughout the world. And 
behind the Iron Curtain, the So- 
viet rule of force has created 
growing political and economic 
stresses in the satellite nations, 

Nevertheless, the grim fact 
remains that the Soviet Union 
is increasing its armed might. 
It is still producing more war 
planes than the free nations. 
it has set off two more atomic 
explosions. The world still 
walks in the shadow of another 
World War. 

And here at home, our de- 
fense preparations are far from 
complete. 

During 1951, we did not make 
adequate progress in building 
up civil defense against atomic 
attack. This is a major weak- 
ness in our plans for peace, 
since inadequate Civiliande- 
fense is an open invitation to 
surprise attack. Failure te 
provide adequate civilian de- 
fense has the same effect as 
adding to the enemy’s supply of 
atom bombs. 

In the field of defense produc- 
tion, We have run into difficulties 
and delays in designing and pro- 
ducing the latest types of air- 
planes and tanks. Some machine 
tools and metals are still in ex- 
tremely short supply. 

In other free countries. the’ de- 
fense build-up has created severe 
economic problems, It has in- 
creased inflation in Europe and 
has endangered the continued re- 
covery of our allies. 

In the Middle East, political 
tensions and the oil controversy 
in lran are keeping the region in 
a turmoil. In the Far East, the 
dark threat of Communist imperi- 
alism still hangs over many Da- 
tions, 

This, very briefly, is the good 
side and the bad side of the pic- 
ture. 

Real Progress Toward Peace. 

Taking the good and bad to- 
gether, we have made real prog- 
ress this last year along the road 
to peace. We have increased the 
power and unity of the free 
world. And while we were doing 
this, we have avoided World War 
on the one hand, and appease- 
ment on the other. This is a hard 
road to follow, but the events of 
the last year show that it is the 
right road to peace. 

We cannot expect to complete 
the job overnight. The free na- 
tions may have to maintain for 
years the larger military forces 
needed to deter aggression. We 
must build steadily, over a period 
of years, toward political solidar- 
ity and economic progress among 
the free countries in all parts of 
the world, 

Our task will not be easy: but 
if we go at it with a will, we can 
look forward to steady progress. 
On our side are all the great re- 
sources of freedom—the ideals of 


religion and democracy, the as- 


piration of people for a better 
life, and the industrial and tech- 
nical power of a free civilization. 

These advantages outweigh 
anything the slave world can pro- 
duce. The only thing that can 
defeat us is our ewn state of 
mind, We can lose if we falter,

The thing that is uppermost in 
the minds of all of us is the situ- 
ation in Korea.

This 
means we must send weapons in 
large volume to our European al- 
lies. I have directed that weapons 
for Europe be given 4 very high 
priority. Etonomic aid is neces- 
sary, too, to supply the margin of 
difference between success and 
failure in making Europe a strong 
partner in our joint defense.

Full Steam on Defense. 
The first of these jobs is to 
move ahead full steam on our de- 
tense program. 

Our objective is to have a well- 
equipped, active defense force 
large enough—in concert with the 
forces of our allies—to deter ag- 
gression and to inflict punishing 
losses on the enemy immediately 
if we should be attacked. This 
active force must be backed by 
adequate reserves, and by the 
plants and tools to turn out the 
tremendous quantities of new 
weapons that would be needed if 
war came. We are not building 
an active force adequate to carry 
on a full-scale war, but we are 
puiting ourselves in a position to 
mobilize very rapidly if we have 
10, 

This year I shall recommend 
some increases in the size of 
the active force we are build- 
ing, with particular emphasis 
on air power. This means we 
shall have to continue large- 
seale production of planes and 
other equipment for a longer 
period of time than we had 
originally planned. 

Planes and tanks and other 
weapons—what the military 
calls “hard goods’’—are now be- 
ginning to come off the produc- 
tion lines in volume.  Deliv- 
eries of hard goods now amount 
to about a billion and a half 
dollars worth a month. A year 
from now, we expect this rate 
to be doubled, 

We shall have to hold a high 
rate of military output for about 
a year after that. In 1954, we 
hope to have enough equipment 
so that we can reduce the pre- 
duction of most military items 
substantially. The next two 
years should therefore be the 
peak period of defense produc- 
tion, 

Defense needs will take a lot 
of our steel, aluminum, copper, 
nickel and other scarce materials. 
This means smaller production of 
some civilian goods. The cut- 
backs will be nothing like those 
during World War II, when much 
civilian production was complete- 
ly stopped. But there will be con- 
siderably less of some goods than 
we have been used to these past 


two or three vears.

May Clear Way To-| _ 
morrow for Circulation 
of Petitions for Charter 


Election. 


Two reports calling for crea- 
tion of a Metropolitan Transit 
Authority to take over the mass 
transportation service of St. Louis 
and St. Louis county will be made 


at City Hall tomorrow. 


If approved by the Metropoli- 
tan Mass Transportation Com- 
mission, a civic group represent- 
ing city and county; the move- 


ment for the authority will have 
strong backing. This would make 
it a virtual certainty that the rel- 
.atively simple procedure for es- 


tablishing the authority would be | 


set in motion. 

It was anticipated that there 
may be some opposition to the 
move within the commission, but 
circumstances indicate the possi- 
bility of favorable action. 

Reports Virtually Identical. 

One report for the authority 
will be made by a public owner- 
ship subcommittee of the com- 
mission, headed by Fred Z. Salo- 
mon, downtown merchant. The 


other will be made simultaneous- | 
ly to Mayor Joseph M. Darst by | 


the Mavor’s Mass Transportation 


Committee, a group of city offi- | 


cials, headed by Director of 
Streets and Sewers Frank Kriz. 
The reports, virtually 
will be brief. 

The city-county commission, 
which will have a strong voice in 
determination of official action, 
consists of leading public officials 
of the county and city and of rep- 
.resentatives of important business 
anc civic interests. 


Approval of the authority move- | 


ment, which was proposed by 
Mayor Darst Dec. 30, would sanc- 
tion circulation of petitions among 
city and county voters. Filing of 
these petitions, with sufficient sig- 
natures, would require appoint- 
ment of a Board of Freeholders, 
which would draw up a detailed 
charter for the transit authority 
and submit it within a year. The 
plan would go into effect if ap- 
proved by simple majorities of 
city and county voters at separate 
special elections. 

Such_ petitions could be circu- 
lated by any interested group, 
with or without approval of the 
civic commission. 

The Mayor's committee decided 
on its report in a closed session 
yesterday. a day after similar 
action by the Salomon subcom- 
mittee. 

Mayor Darst, interviewed last 
night on KSD and NSD-7TV, the 
Post-Dispatch radio and television 
stations. declared that the trans- 
portation system eventually would | 
have to be taken over by the city 
or a metropolitan authority. He 
said he preferred the latter. With 
reference to Public Service Co., 
he said: , 

“The present system does not 
provide adequate service. It is 
my opinion that either it cannot 
or will not provide adequate 
service in the future.” 

Cites Rising Costs. 

He explained that this opinion 
was based on the rising operating 
costs confronting the present pri- 
vate company. On the other hand 
he said, an authority would be 
freed of both federal and city 
taxes. He did not discuss the 
effect of this loss of taxes on the 
city budget. 

In the interview 
also discussed the proposal he 
had made simultaneously for a 
big bond issue for city public im- 
provements, possibly amounting 
to about $70,000,000. 

Darst said he would establish 
a citizens’ committee to help plan 
the bond issue and supervise the 
expenditures under it. A begin- 
ning would be made, he went 
on, through smaller committees 
working with various city depart- 
ments on specialized subjects.

MUNSAN, Korea, Jan. 9 (AP)— 
The Communists today submitted 
a new counter-proposal agreeing 
to all Allied terms for supervis- 
ing a Korean armistice except a 
bar on rebuilding Red airfields. 
The United Nation- 
promptly rejected the compro- 
mise. 

The future of Red airfields is 
_the basic point of dispute. 

“There is no major disagree- | 
ment still existing except that of 
airfields,” said Maj. Gon. Howard | 
M. Turner, U.N. nego iator. “That 
has been the major disagreement | 
throughout.” 

The Communist counter-pro- | 
posal formally accepted Allied de- | 
mands for troop rotation, re-. 
plenishment of supplies, and su-| 
pervision of the truce by neu- 
trals. 

Claims ‘Great Concessions.’

I 
intend to see to it that federal 
employes who have been guilty 
of misconduct are punished’ for 
it. I also intend to see to it 
that the honest and hard-working 
majority of our federal employes 
are protected against partisan 
slander and malicious attack. 


Plans Further Proposals. 


“I have already made some 
recommendations to the Congress 
to help accomplish these pur- 
poses. I intend to submit further 
recommendations to this end. I 
will welcome the co-operation of 
the Congress to this effort. 

“I also think that the Con- 
gress can do a great deal to 
strengthen confidence in our 
institutions by applying rigor- 
ous standards of moral integ- 
rity in its own operations—and 
by finding an effective way to 
control campaign expenditures 
—and by protecting the rights 
of individuals in congressional 
investigations.” 

On controversial domestic {is- 
sues, the message was a rough 
sketch rather than a blueprint of 
what Truman thinks should be 
the Democratic platform for the 
1952 political campaign.

If 
we believe in ourselves and the 
faith we profess, we will stick to 
the job.

The Enterprise was drifting 
northeast at slightly more than 
half a mile an hour. Its early list 
of 60 degrees had increased to 70 
degrees, indicating that its main 
cargo of pig iron had shifted more 
early today. The freighter was 
riding visibly lower in the water 
than yesterday, but the exact 
amount of sinking was hard to 
reckon. 

The Flying Enterprise, en route 
from Hamburg to New York, ran 
into a Christmas hurricane and 
suffered a deck crack Dec. 27. 
The passengers and crew aban- 
doned ship Dec. 28, but Carlsen 
insisted on staying aboard. 


Last Saturday the tug Turmoil, 
out of Falmouth, England, after 
getting Dancy aboard the Enter- 
prise, started towing the freighter 
toward Falmouth. The two pro- 
ceeded perilously at times, but 
well for the most part, until the 
new ocean swells, 20 to 25 feet 
high, began beating in last night 
and today. 

It was as if the elements were 
determined that Carlsen would 
not win his epic battle, now go- 
ing on virtually two full weeks.

PARIS, Jan. 9 (UP)—The Thit- 
ed Nations Political Committee 
rejected ‘today Russia’s demand 
for an imj.ediate high-level meet- 
ing of the U.N. Security Council 
to take up the Korean armistice 
deadlock. 

At the same time the committee 
approved a _ western proposal 
favoring a special Council session 
on the cold war in general, but 
only after a Korean armistice 
has been achieved in battlefield 
negotiations, 

The vote on the western reso- 
lution, sponsored by the United 
States, Britain, France and Brazil, 
was 50 to 0 with eight absten- 
tions. 

After the Soviet proposal, voted 
upon paragraph by paragraph, 
was defeated, the five-nation 
Russian bloc voted with the west 
in final balloting on the western 
version. 

Actually, the western plan was 
in the form of amendments to the 
original Russian resolution. 

The key part of the Russian 
plan giving priority in a security 
council meeting to the Korean 
armistice was deleted by a vote 
of 40 to 6 with 11 abstentions.’

NEGRO FATHER WINS|

Return of Riders Questioned. 

It is elementary that no transit 
system can woo back the many 
| passengers lost to the private au- 
tomobile since World War II un- 
less it can provide fast, frequent 
service to the destinations of ap- 
preciable numbers of persons. 
Public Service Co. officials have 
indicated that they are skeptical 
as to how much of the lost riding 
could be recaptured even if the 
streets were opened up to freer 
movement of busses and street- 
cars. 

Thus, the transit authority, 
with a different viewpoint and 
responsibility than Public Service 
Co., would havé the job of trying 
to give service of a character that 
could compete with the speed and 
convenience of the private auto- 
mobile.

It is possible, and probably de- 
sirable, that the proposed transit 
authority, if created, should be 
given an official voice and part to 
play in dealing with the traffic 
problem.

Mayor Darst, in announcing his 
transit proposal Dec. 30, gave full 
recognition to the importance of 
clearing the traffic congestion as 
a major factor in providing better 
mass transportation. At the same 
time he announced his plan for a

Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson gaid to- 
day that federal and state reports 
on the disaster at Orient No. 2 
mine near West Frankfort Dec. 21 
would be submitted for study and 
recommendations to Harold L. 
Walker, head of the department 
of mining and metallurgy at the 
University of Illinois. 

Stevenson, who had announced 
yesterday he was considering call- 
ing a special session of the Legis- 
lature to revise the state’ mining 
code, said he would await Walk- 
er’s recommendations before de- 
ciding whether a special session 
was indicated. Walker accom- 
panied investigators into the West 
Frankfort mine after the disaster 

as the Governor’s personal repre- 
sentative. 

Pointing out that a ‘revised 
code, drafted by Walker and the 
State Mines Department, had 
been rejected last year, by both 
the mining industry and the Illi- 
nois Mining Investigation Com- 
mission, the Governor. said it 
would be useless to summon the 
legislators unless an acceptable 
code proposal was on hand for 
submission to them. 

Enforcement of Present Code. 

“Meantime, the most important 
thing is to enforce compliance 
with the present state safety reg- 
ulations,” Stevenson said. 

“From the report on the dis- 
aster prepared by the state mine 
department, it would appear that 
the combustible content of the 
dust in the West Frankfort mine 
was above the allowable amount. 

“The mine owners were at 
fault in not following the state 
law on rock-dusting, to prevent 
spread of an explesion, and the 
state was at fault in not seeing 
that the company followed the 
law.” 

"State Mine Director 
Eadie, in his report made public | 
yesterday, said “the amount of 
rock dust applied was insufficient | 
to bring the incombustible con- | 
tent of the dust mixture above 
the minimum concentration re- 
quired by law. 


Visual Tests insufficient. 


“It also becomes apparent that 
visual examination of rock-dusted 
areas car.not be relied on to ef- 
fectively determine the amount 
o2 incombustible material in dusts | 
found in coal mines, and espe- 
cially dust on the floor. 

“In other words, it i: possible 
for coal dust to become of such 
thickness on the floor that an ap- | 
plication of rock dust will not | 
bring the incombustible content | 
above the minimum at which com- | 
bustion is possible. This is, in ef- 
fect, a laminated type of dust 
mixture with alternate layers of

, period pro-Communistic elements after 
having exhausted their ammunition on 
Marshall plan, NATO and “American 
Imperialism” in general invariably re- 
sorted to the Negro problem, “Jim 
Crow,” lynchings, segregation and social 
discrimination in our country, It was 
at this point that the entire audience, 
even the most outspoken anti-Commu- 
nists, fell into an apologetic silence. 

It goes without saying that I offered 
the entire arsenal of answers: recent 
legislation, Supreme Court decisions, 
the steady advance of the American 
Negro in social security, education and 
political power: and that I stressed the 
fact that our federal authorities par- 
ticipate actively in the improvement of 
the status of the Negro minority while 
the Soviet leaders recognize the en- 
slavement and terrorizing of jhe entire 
Soviet and satellite population as their 
only chance to perpetuate their despotic 
power. 

Actually, every citizen who. believes 
that American democracy is more than 
a shallow phrase must enlist in the 
struggle against those truly un-Ameri- 
can groups which try to restrict the 
Negro’'s ‘advance toward full equality, 
which preach racial or religious hatred 
and cause friction between our coun- 
try and our present and potential allies 
in the rest of the world. 

I cannot think of any better answer 
to those who killed Harry T. Moore 
than for hundreds of thousands of white 
and colored Americans to join the 
N.A.A.C.P. and support it in its en- 
deavors.

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As to Two Governors 


Phil M. Donnelly of Lebanon, Missouri’s Gov 
ernor from 1945 to 1949; has announced that he 
will be a candidate in the August primary for 
the Democratic nomination’for another term as 
this state’s Chief Executive. In Illinois, where a 
Governor is not required constitutionally to step 

out after a four-year term, as is the rule in Mis- 

souri, Adlai E. Stevenson has decided to'run for 
a second consecutive term in the , Governor's 
chair at Springfield. 

Mr. Donnelly made a memorable record as 
Governor at Jefferson City. He was a vigilant, 
attentive executive and there was no scandal in 
the sense of betrayal of trust in his administra- 
tion. He was determined in the Governor's of- 
fice, so determined that his term was one of the 
most controversial in many years. 

St. Louisans will remember if particular his 
stand against the organization of a union among 
the city’s policemen. He regarded such a move 
as opposed to the public welfare and this same 
general approach to labor problems led him to 
support the King-Thompson and Madison Acts, 
dealing with the rights of labor. 

. . ° 

Phil Donnelly’s strangest course was in sum- 
marily firing all members of the State Board of 
Training Schools, when the record showed that 
he had done much less than he himself might 
have done to improve the lamentable conditions 
in the boys’ school at Boonville. He received 
most attention nationally when he engaged in 
an all-out assault on the late Lewis B. Schwel- 
lenbach, then Secretary of Labor, over the fed- 
eral position with respect to classification of un- 
employment service employes on their transfer 
from federal to state authority. 

Mr. Donnelly had -no truck whatever with the 
professional gambling gentry. Before Estes Ke- 
fauver was a Senator, Phil Donnelly, working 
with Attorney General J. E. Taylor, ordered the 
telephone company to cut off its service to St. 
Louis and Kansas City race agencies, including 
an associate of the Capone syndicate. 

So it is that there are those to whom the 
name of Phil Donnelly is a symbol of rectitude 
and others to whom it is anathema. Certainly he 
is entitled to put his record before his party 
and invite its members to choose between him, 
Congressman Phil J. Welch of St. Joseph and 
any others who may come forward. The Demo- 
cratic choice will depend on the field in the 
primary and the choice in November between 
him, if he is nominated, and his opponent on the 
Republican ticket. Before any final decisions 
are made the voters will need to know where 
the candidates stand on many current state 
issues.

Stevenson is a Democrat whose adminis- 
tration has retained for him the respect of many 
Republicans who turned to him in 1948 to wrest 
Illinois from the quicksand of corruption into 
which it was rapidly sinking.

nois is named Adlai Stevenson; but it is of 

the highest importance that he finish what 
we have started. No matter then who loses, 


the people wiil win. That is the kind of elec- 
tion Iilinois neéds and deserves. 


That is the kind of election every state de- 
serves for Governor and every other office. The 
Stevenson invitation to find the best nominees 
should be applied in Missouri as well and it 
will be if the public interest is to be served.

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Coaches vs. Presidents 

A thorough clean-up of college sports may 
depend, in the end, on the outcome of a test of 
strength between the college coaches and the 
college presidents. 

After a somewhat timid bietanion the 11 pres- 
idents representing the American Council on 
Education now have adopted the measures 
proposed by the Post-Dispatch as correctives for 
the current scandalous sports mess. 
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‘nobody in the entertainment business is safe 


The college presidents have recommended the © {;: 


abolition of all athletic scholarships, grants-in- 
aid and other methods of pay-for-play. They 
would require athletes to meet all academic 
standards set for other students. Football would 


be confined to a season running from early Sep- - 


tember to late November. Spring practice and 
post-season games would be out. Similar limits 
would govern other sports. Recruiting activities 
of alumni clubs and other groups would be 
sharply curtailed. There would be no lavish “en- 
tertainment” of high school players, And so on, 

These conditions brought a groan and then a 
how! from the Cincinnati convention of the Na- 
tional Collegiate Athletic Association. Big-time 
coaches promised a “fight.” And there was gen- 
eral agreement that the N.C.A.A. would not go 
along with the college presidents. As if that 
should make any difference! 

The N.C.A.A. has not yet been given charge of 
the colleges and universities of the United 
States. The schools are still governed by their 
presidents, faculties and trustees. Responsibili- 
ty for educational institutions is still in Old Main 
and not in the Gym. Each president can clean 
up his own campus, if it needs cleaning. And— 
what is very important—he now has the assur- 
ance that the various collegiate accredited 
groups will support him by cracking down on the 
schools which do not clean up. 

It is easy to understand why some of the coaches 
are outraged. In the de-emphasis of sports, 
they see a threat to their jobs. But in. this way 
they may be wrong. The college presidents would 
only give the games back to the students, and 
do away with the inordinate pressure to win. 
This could bring serenity back into the life of a 
coach. He would no longer be expected to round 
up star performers who would never come to 
his school in the normal course of events. He 
would only be expected to help legitimate stu- 
dents do their best on the playing field. And his 
job would not be in jeopardy just because some 
boy’s place-kick went two inches outside the 
goal post. 

Big-time sports, however, seem too well estab- 
lished to permit reform without a struggle. 
There is, indeed, the danger that reform may 
be turned into mockery. The decision is up to 
the educators of Anterica. They allowed sports 
programs to get out of hand, and they will have 
to cut them back to size again.

Two pervasive facts confront the Ameri- 
can in Spain. The first is that in this 
small country (three fourths the size of 
Texas, which it once owned) the past is as 
important as the climate, railroads, air- 
ports, and degree of industrial efficiency, 

The second is that Franco and Spain are 
not synonymous. Even Franco and post- 
war Spain are not synonymois. 

Politicians and military experts must 
deal with the Caudillo. but it behooves 
United States business men and taxpayers 
generally to know 
what we are buying 
in Spain. Along 
with the harbors and 
airfields we propose 
to use In strengthen- 
ing the anti-Soviet 
alliance, the United 
States is acquiring a 
measure of obliga- 
tion toward Western 
Europe's most primi- 
tive economy. 

Where, specifically, 
should we direct our 
Spanish aid, and— 
equally important— 
how do we make 
sure it gets there?

Progress of a Sort 


He has turned cafes into banks, cut 
down the traditional Jength of hotel meals 
from eight courses to four, spent vast 
sums for housing and for new marble 
floors in ancient castles, bought the once 
fine but now inadequate telephone system 
from LT.&T. for $57,000,000, which he is 
now paying by installments.

The me-or-chaos argument may even 
save Franco from the effects of Nis great- 
est weakness, a profound lack of economic 
understanding. He has not solved the 
basic problems that eat at the Spanish 
economy. ‘These problems threaten his 
regime with bankruptcy. 


“The Dust of Empire” 


It has been fashionable to analyze 
Spain's difficulties as stemming from 
three sources—the political ambitions of 
the Army, the political and social conserv- 
atism of the Church, the reactionary poli- 
cies of great landowners. Ortega y Gasset 
added a fourth trouble: what he called 
“the dust of empire.” Long after the colo- 
nies had dropped away, imperial rvveries 
served as an easy refuge from th. hard 
task of building a workable econon y. 

Spain's is predominantly an agric ltural 
economy following obsolete techniques. 
Her transport system is falling apart, her 
industry is insufficiently developed, her 
population presses close to the limit of 
subsistence. “But the extent of her eco- 
nomic woes is not public property. 

There is, however, one nongovern- 
mental survey which, if its avowed purpose 
is kept in mind, serves as a rough guide 
to the Spanish economy's disintegration. 
This study was the work of one of the 
famous commercial banks, headed by the 
Marques de Urquijo, 

Made in the form of an annual report 


to stockholders in 1948, its underlying pur- 
pose was to get a share of Marshall aid. 

The bank’s research department can- 
vassed the country’s existing equipment, 
and tried to estimate how much it would 
cost to enable Spain to make her “extraor- 
dinary contribution toward European and 
world reconstruction.” The report listed 
only the most urgent needs. and came to 
the conclusion that $777,000,000 spread 
over a four-year period was about what it 
would take to set the country on its feet. 

This estimate did not include the food- 
stuffs that must be imported to give the 
people as much as they ate befoge the 
“Glorious Movement” began in 1936. Raw 
materials for producing consumer goods 
were also omitted. 


How Spain Needs Aid 


The summary of required imports in- 
cluded $451,000,000 for machinery and in- 
dustrial equipment; $139,000,000 for such 
basic industrial materials as fuel and 
metais; and $187,000,000 for tractors, fer- 
tilizers, and draft animals to get agricul- 
tural production back where it was. 

Subsequent Spanish estimates, contrib- 
uting little to the bank’s original work 
except an awareness of the sums America 
has since given to other countries, sug- 
gest that Spain needs about one Dillion 
in United States aid. 

In the present condition of the country 
these estimates do not appear excessive. 
The more pertinent question is whether 
one billion—or even 10  billion—could 
form this rickety remnant of empire into 
a modern economy that would be: 

(a) able to support its people in rea- 
sonable effectiveness: 

(b) in a position to co-operate with 
other countries of Western Europe for 
their mutual prosperity and defense; 

(ce) strong enough to render Spain a de- 
pendable base in the event of a war against 
Russia. 

To most Americans the third goal is 
now the relevant one, though the first 
two are clearly its corollaries. 


A Melancholy Setting 


This is an argument without sentiment 
and devoid of political idealism. It disre- 
gards Franco's known admiration for 
America’s enemies in World War II. It 
takes no account of his social philosophy. 

It is against this melancholy background 
that decisions as to American military and 
economic aid must be measured. The bed- 
rock fact is that Spain can be converted 
into a dependable military base only by 
the expenditure of great sums of money 
on the country’s physical equipment—in 
such a way that the whole people receive 
some benefit. The ways and means are 
vitally important. 

The desired ends cannot be accomplish- 
ed by granting Spain huge loans to be ex- 
pended as she likes. In most instances it 
will be necessary for Americans to direct 
the building and see the physical plant in 
place and working. 

What might appear the simplest and 
most straight-lorward sort of aid—food, 
for instance—must be followed right 
through on to the ultimate consumer. 
Otherwise goods will certainly stray—some 
to prove how great a man is Franco, some 
into the hands of wealthy followers, some 
to the black market. 

None of this vigilance will please the 
Spanish Government. But its pleasuse is 
hardly the purpose of the aid program. 

Our affairs in Spain are military first, 
and economic only insofar as is necessary 
to make sure that the military purposes 
are served. On this basis we have set our- 
selves to do business with a man who has 
given the world ample reason for distrust. 
We can do it successfully only if we re- 
member the motto that his Roman ances- 
tors iInvented—‘Let the buyer beware.”

JUDAISM AND MODERN MAN. by Will Herberg. 
{Farrar, Straus & Young, 313 pgs., +.) 


Only God knows how much of the 
world’s malady is due to the ancient en- 
mity between Judaism and Christianity. It 
was never merely a religious controversy 
but a family feud, civil war. For Jews and 
Christians are people of the Book, the 
Bible, as this writer points out; and they 
share far more than half of it. 

The prolonged hostility between Judaism 
and Christianity has had disastrous effects 
on the moral and spiritual health of the 
Western world. It led to the suppression of 
the most precious element in the Gospel, 
the quality of mercy. Militant passages 
were more congenial to the atmosphere 
of bitter dispute. 

It led to the shameful neglect of social 
teaching in Hebrew prophecy, a neglect 
pursued for so long that humanitarianism 
and the demand for jidstice were taken 
over by revolutionary movements which 

have. become anti-re- 
ligious. The Jews 
were persecuted and 
the poor were for- 
gotten. 

Herberg deals with 
these failures and 
the resultant evil. in 
Part III, “Religion 
and Society.” when 
he says: “Neither the 
Synagogue nor the 
church can deny its 
share of responsibili- 
ty for the fateful 
schism between re- 
ligion and the move- 
ment for radical so- 

cial reform that has come to be known as 
Socialism. In both Judaism and Christiani- 
tv, the original prophetic-activist spirit at 
the heart of Hebraic religion came, in the 
course of events, to be vitiated by two fac- 
tors of broad historical significance. On 
the one hand, institutional religion be- 
came more and more identified with the 
upper classes of society, On the other, the 
religious spirit became increasingly per- 
meated with a lifedenying otherworldli- 
ness stemming from sources far removed 
from Hebraic spirituality.” 

Under the terrific pressures raised by 
Hitler and the Nazis and, more recently, 
Communism, both Judaism and Christiani- 
ty are re-examining their own claims— 
this book for example. In both religions 
the trend is conservative, to the Right. 
Both are returning to the Bible. 

This book deserves earnest study by 
both Christians and Jews. The author ac- 
cepts religious truth wherever he finds it, 
in a spirit of tolerance for the lack of 
which the world of both Jews and Chris- 
tian may go up in smoke. In his foreword 
he says: “What I owe to Reinhold Niebuhr 
in the formulation of my general theologi- 
cal outlook, every page of this book bears 
witness.”

ew Head of Medical Society 
Urges Public Relations

Politicians have “sold” the pub- 
lic the idea that doctors are not 
interested in public welfare, and 
the medical profession must “un- 
sell” this idea, Dr. Jerome I. 
Simon declared last night in as- 
suming the presidency of the St. 
Louis Medical Society. 

His inaugural address recom- 
mended a public relations cam- 
paign to demonstrate what medi- 
cine is doing for the people of 
St. Louis. 

“In order to sell the public of 
the United States the idea of a 
national health scheme,” Dr. Si- 
mon said, “it has become neces- 
sary for the Administration to 
sell that public the idea that doc- 
tors are selfish, greedy and grasp- 
ing people who are not interested 
in the welfare of the ‘little man.’ 
To this end there has been ex- 
pended a great deal of energy 


'and money for propaganda to ex- 


coriate the medical profession 
and to demean it in the eyes of 
the citizenry of this country.” 

To combat this propaganda he 
advocated a drive to remind St. 
Louisans of. the services provided 
by such agencies as the Heart 
and Diabetes Associations, the 
Crippled Children’s Societey, the 
Poliomyelitis Foundation, the 
Cancer Society, the City and 
County Hospitals and free hos- 
pital clinics. 

Dr. L. R. Sante, the retiring 
president, said the public suffers 
when the time of doctors is di- 
verted from progressive study by 
politicians’ efforts to put over 
socialized medicine. 

“No one will deny that the 
Government has a legitimate place 
in the field of health,” he de- 
clared. “However, if the Govern- 
ment would spend one-half the 
time and,money that are devoted 
to compulsory measures and in- 
stead use that time and money 
for the encouragement of volun- 
tary methods and good American 
practices, the nation would be 
much better off.”

The recent excitement about 
Indochina is coincident with the 
current French attempt to obtain 
more assistance in their war 
against the Communists and cor- 
relates with the present mission 
of Gen. Juin. The situation in 
Indochina is serious and has been 
for a long time. But as far as the 
Chinese are conterned there is 
no change to be noted at present. 


The French are trying/to pre- 
sent their colonial war as a 
Western struggle against Com- 
munism and, as such, as war in 
which the entire West should 
share the burdens. The United 
States is already providing all the 
military aid it can spare from its 
commitments in Europe and Ko- 
@ trea. The British have their own 
war against Communism in Ma- 
laya. 

Should we go further and either 
send American troops or threaten 
China with retaliation if they in- 
tervene? We have no troops avail- 
able and if we had it is hard to 
see why the United States should 
send its drafted men to Indo- 
china when the French will not 
send their own. The French are 
fighting this war with 45,000 
French regulars leading 140,000 
French colonials, Foreign Legion- 
naires and Indochinese. 

Danger of Global War. 

As for a warning to the Red 
Chinese, we might be taking a 
stand which we could not uphold 
without starting World War IIL. 
We already have given adequate 
warning to the Soviet Union and 
Red China by fighting in Korea. 


The Joint Chiefs of Staff, if the 
decision is theirs, will not become 
involved in another war on the 
Asiatic mainland, nor will they 
agree to any all-inclusive threat 
which events might turn into a 
bluff. 

It is unlikely, so long as the 
Red Chinese are tied down in 
Korea, that they will undertake 
operations in Indochina. The 
jmanpower is available, but not 
‘the ammunition and armament. 

The situation in Indochina may 
become critical, but it is not yet. 
It still is a French problem. Our 
effort should be confined to has- 
tening the shipment of arms to 
aid the French. And it might not 
be amiss for the French, in re- 
turn, to amend their laws so that 
}more Frenchmen can be used in 
the fight to save their own col- 
ony.

The record 
white crappie caught in Florida 
weighed five pounds, four ounces, 
and the largest black crappie 
three pounds, eight ounces. The 
average weight of these fine food 
fish, however, usually runs from 
one-half to one pound, although 
fish weighing over a pound are 
not rare in the Missouri lakes. 
Jack Salmon Run Larger. 
Jack salmon-(walleye) run much 
larger. The world’s record was 
taken at Fort Erie, Ontario, Can- 
ada, and weighed 22 pounds, four 
ounces.

The sign has fascinated a 
great St. Louisans, and 
some of m have tried every- 
thing from practical jokes to in- 
citing miniature riots to collect 
from Ted D. Gatlin, news vendor 
for nearly 40 years 

But to date "Gatlin, St. Louis’ 
self-tagged “Thank-You ~News- 
boy,”-has survived all blandish- 
ments and deceptions; continues 
to ply his trade blandly and the 
folding-type reward money re- 
mains folded neatly in his pocket. 
It could well get right moldy 
there. 

For Ted Gatlin has never fail 
to thank a customer in the 1 
years he has commercialized cour- 
tesy ‘as a profitable promotion. 

And he’s planning to hike the 
ante to $50, and will have nice, 
crisp bills awaiting any newspa- 
per purchaser who doesn’t get a 
thank-you immediately upon fork- 
ing over a nickel. But would-be 
payees can stand forewarned. 
Ted Gatlin is a polite man in- 
deed, as many currency-hungry 
customers have discovered. They 
include one woman who faked a 
faint, hoping to startle him out 
of any expression of gratitude. 

Ted watched calmly, even 
though he admits he was sur- 
prised, as was she, when the 
“faint” went off so well her head 
hit a fire hydrant. “Thank you 
kindly,” Ted said, however, as the 
ambulance toted her off for five 
scalp stitches. Which adequately 
answers the inquiry: “How polite 
can you get?” 

It is a question tossed at Gatlin 
with understandable regularity as 
he peddles his papers at the 
southwest corner of the Easton 
avenue-Union boulevard intersec- 
tion. 

Gatlin, a well-knit, soft-spoken 
man of 47, began using courtesy 
formally, or cash on the barrel- 
head, as his stock in trade back 
in 1939. 

He had always been courteous 
by nature, and he learned it was 
good business procedure when he 
was knee-high to streetcar con- 
ductors. They used to help him 
aboard to hawk his wares, when 
he was 7 or 8 years old, and he 
discovered that a thank-you and a 
smile made for steady customers.

port that if the outside tempera- 
ture is below freezing and there 
is no heat in the house, the water 
pipes inside will freeze up and 
probably split. 


Draining the plumbing consists 
of draining all the water out of 
all the pipes. Turn off the water 
supply into the house, open all 
the fixture faucets and then find 

a faucet or drain plug at the low- 
nd point of the system and open 
this. If you can’t find either of 
these, disconnect the pipes at the 
lowest point. Be sure to keep the 
faucets about the house open be- 
cause if they are left closed the 
draining process may be incom- 
plete due to a partial vacuum in 
the lines. You will also get in- 
complete drainage if the lines 
have sagged or have long hori- 
zontal runs without the necessary 
down slope. In these cases you 
either have to disconnect the lines 


at frequent intervals or have a: 


plumber come around and blow 
them out.

¥ husband and I are both 25, have been married five 
years, and have a 3-year-old son. We are very unhappy 
for we married without being really in love with each 
other. He had just got out of the Navy and was lonely, and I 
had about decided I would 
never fall in love and he 
Was as good to marry as 
anyone. He leaves at 8 
each morning and it is 
often 2 or 3 the next morn- 
ing before he returns, and 
this is common practice 
seven days of the week, 
He takes no interest in 
anything at home. We have 
a car but I seldom see it. 
If I ask him to take the 
child and me anywhere he 
usually has some excuse. I left him last ‘summer, but after 
two weeks he came and got us—only to return us to the same 
routine.

Like you I might be tempted not to think much of him— 
or at least not much of his behavior. But whether or not you 
and he were in love when you married, the fact remains that 
you did marry, and soon there will be two children and it is 
time the two of you behaved like parents and grownups. He 
should not be out with the boys night after night, if that 
is where he is and not at work as he claims. It is hard to be- 
lieve that he could be practically working the clock around, 
His place is at home with you, sharing your responsibilities, 
sharing the pleasure as well of home and children. Because 
his friends drink is no reason why he has to drink excessively, 
too. He will do better with a few sober citizens for friends 
instead. You do not tell me whether there is anything you do 
which causes your husband to want to go anywhere but home. 
Perhaps you make him feel like an interloper, give him no 
affection, do not make home a pleasant place to come to, do 
not keep yourself attractive, etc. Be honest with yourself.

PEOPLE WHO HAVE MADE no effort to find a doctor 
in advance may feel rebuffed when, in an emergency, the 
first few doctors telephoned are reluctant to make a house 
call, especially at night. There are good reasons for some 
doctors turning down house calls. 

You wouldn’t want a doctor who has spent his life 
studying only diseases of the skin or of the eyes or of 
the nose and throat to treat a general illness. Yet, it may 
be just such specialists whom you are calling when you 
pick a few strange names from the telephone book. Or 
the doctor himself may be suffering from high blood pressure 
er other chronic disease requiring him to have his rest. 

It is more important for you to choose a family doctor 
in advance than it is for you to select carefully a bank 
or the furniture or that new car. But just how can you do it? 

oe 

THE BEST WAY, ‘of course, is to ask your own family 
doctor in the town you left for his recommendation. You 
should ask him before you move to the new community. 
If you forget to do that, there are several other ways of 
finding a satisfactory physician. 

You can call one of. the officers of the county medical 
society—listed in the phone book under the name of your 
new county—who will give you several names from which 
to choose. You can call the hospital and ask for the chief 
of staff, a doctor. After finding out wiat you want, he will 
have several suggestions. In that case, you probably will 
be given only names of doctors on that hospital's staff 
Any such list does not ever mean that all the other doctors 

be unsatisfactory. 

You probably will want to meet and talk with the doctor 
you need him in a midnight emergency. Any doctor, 
just as human as yourself, is a little flattered that you 

paing to pick him and to meet him during the 

daytime. He will be even more interested in you and your 

amily than he might have been if you were a total stranger 
him at 2 o’clock in the morning. 

Furthermore, by having a opportunity to check you over 
in advance and inquiring about yourself and your family 
in the history taken during your office call, he will have 
more information to use in serving you in that nighttime 
emergency.

STEAM or hot-water radia- 
A tor will give off an odor if it 
it is allowed to become too 
dirty on the outside. Cleaning all 
surfaces of the radiator will usu- 
ally take care of this promptly. 

Steam radiators will often smell 
because the water in the boiler is 
dirty or oily and the solution here 
is to change the boiler water. 
Drain out the dirty water, flush 
the boiler out with a cleaning 
compound and then refill. 

In some cases a particular radi- 
ator will give off an offensive 
odor because sediment has col- 
lected inside it. What we have to 
do here is clean out the inside of 
the radiator and this job begins 
by turning the furnace off or way 
down and then disconnecting the 
radiator from the line. 

Pour warm water with a hand- 
ful of washing soda added into 
the radiator and let it sit there 
for a half hour or so. Jiggle the 
radiator around and then dump 
the water out. 

Flush the radiator out with 
clean warm water and drain 
empty. When you are certain that 
no water remains inside the radi- 
ator, hook it back into place.

No explanation of 
war has ever been as clear as 
the Biblical one which declares 
that wars are punishments on 
man for his sin. Not a runish- 
ment in the sense that God 
sends a war as a father spanks 
a child for an act of disobedi- 
ence; but rather that a war fol- 
lows a breakdown of morality, 
as thunder follows lightning, 
and as blindness follows the 
plucking out of the eye.

THOSE WHO ARE in middle 
age have lived through an era 
where war is more “normal” 
than peace. There has been 
literally fulfilled what Nietszche 
prophesied, namely, that the 
twentieth century would be a™ 
century of wars. 

War is a symptom of the 
breakdown of civilization. There 
are only different degrees of 
guilt among the combatants. 
All is not black on one side, 
and all is not white on anoth- 
er. When a body becomes dis- 
eased, the germ does not lo- 
calize in one organ to the ex- 
clusion of all others; it infects 
the whole blood stream. 

So the evil of our day is the 
evil not of the East or the 
West, but of the world. It is of 
the world because men gener- 
ally have become. estranged 
from the true center of their 
spiritual life. Having ceased to 
fear God, in the sense of filial 
fear such as a child has for a 
father, they have begun to fear 
man with a servile fear, such 
as a Slave has for a tyrant. 
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* * 

MODERN MAN has become 
passive in the face of evil. He 
has so long preached a doctrine 
of false tolerance; has so long 
believed that right and wrong 
were only differences in a point 
of view, that now when evil 
works itself out in practice he is 
paralyzed to do anything 
against it. Political injustice, 
chicanery in high office, and 
organized crime leave him cold. 
While keeping very busy and ac- 
tive on the outside, he is pas- 


cause he rarely enters into his 
own heart. aren 

Remedying the evil therefore 
falls to agencies and mechanical 
realities extérnal to man. No 
government or state can put the 
screws on personal freedom, un- 
less the “titizens have already 
abdicated in themselves the 
basis of that freedom, namely, 
their responsibility to God. 

Having lost his inward unity, 
man igs more and more com- 
pelled to seek the unity outside 
himself in the unity of organiza- 
tion. Disclaiming all respon- 
sibility, he surrenders it more 
and more to the State. The 
sheep that will not obey the 
shepherd must be retrieved by a 
dog barking at their heels. The 
citizen who will not obey the 
moral laws of God, must be or- 
ganized by a dictator snapping 
at their souls. 

The weakening of the inner 
splirtual life is the basic cause 
of the disharmony and discord 
which prevail throughout the 
world. The forcible organization 
of the chaos created by the en- 
feeblement of the moral sense 
always calls forth some dictator 
who makes law personal rather 
than a reflection of the Eter- 
nal harmony that rules in the 
heavens.

A GREAT BURDEN is thrust 
upon men who call themselves 
religious. In this fatal hour, all 
of their energies should be 
spent recalling man to his spir- 
itual destiny and summoning 
him to invoke the God Who 
made him. Instead of that there 
are some who would accpse 
their neighbors who also be- 
lieve in God, of being disloyal 
to their country, or else of try- 
ing to impose their faith by 
force on their fellow citizens. 
Such lies do a disservice both 
to God and to country. And 
their supposed faith in God is 
to be questioned, because no 
one who loves God hates his 
neighbor, nor does he try to 
incite citizen against citizen 
through slander.

Bread Crumbs 
Are Used in 


Many Recipes 
By Edith M. Barber 


ANY recipes today call for 
M bread crumbs. Sometimes, 
we are puzzled as to what 
type of crumbs should be used. 
Results will be quite different 


than when we make use of fine 
dry crumbs. Generally speaking, 
the first type of crumbs is chosen 
as an ingredient of a recipe, 
while the fine crumbs are used 
for dipping foods that are to be 
fried. Either type of crumbs 
will serve as a topping for a 
scalloped dish, although my pref- 
erence is for soft crumbs. 

When we have leftover crusts. 
they should be dried in a slow 
oven ‘and then rolled bétween 
two sheets of waxed paper. They 
may be kept a few days in a jar 
or bowl but should not be cov- 
ered tightly nor kept too long, as 
there is danger of rancidity de- 
veloping. It is thrifty to use up 
bread crumbs, of course, but 
don’t spoil a good dish by using 
crumbs that have changed in 
flavor. 

Another good way to use bread 
that has become too stale for the 
table, is to cut the slices into 
dice and to saute them very 
slightly in butter or margarine. 
These give a delicious touch of 
flavor to a creamed vegetable, a 
soup and even a tossed green 
salad. Some recipes for stuffing 
call for the croutons, the fancy 
title for fried, diced bread. And 
you should try them as a topping 
for hot applesauce or stewed ap- 
ples or with any well-sweetened 
stewed dried fruit.

WICE as much petroleum, or 

crude oil, has come from the 

wells of North America as 
from all other continents com- 
bined. A statement almost as 
strong as that might be made 
about the United Sfates alone— 
American wells- have produced 
three-fifths of the world’s oil dur- 
ing the last hundred years. 


A good supply of oil has been 
found, however, on other conti- 
nents, especially South America, 
Europe and Asia. The chief pro- 
ducer in Asia is Iran, of which 
the world’ has been hearing of 
late. Iran, formerly Persia, now 
ranks close to Russia in its yearly 
output of oil.

THE TIME MAY COME when 
thousands of new wells will bring 
up oil on other cantinents. Mean- 
while we honor the skill of North 
American geologists and engi- 
neers. : 

A great forward step in the oil 
industry has been the use of the 
seismograph. The instrument was 
designed to measure the waves 
set up by earthquakes. Now it is 
of utmost value in helping to lo- 
cate good places to drill for oil. 


On, or near, the gulf coast of 
Texas and a section of Louisiana 
are masses of salt which go by the 
name of “salt plugs.” Many of 
these have a diameter of a mile or

SALT HAS SOME importance, 
but the salt plugs of the gulf 
coast have special interest be- 
cause oil has been found just 
above, or around, a e number 
of them. The famed Spindletop 
well near Beaumont, Texas, was 
discovered at the start of the 
present century in the area of a 
mass of rock salt. 

Twenty-eight years ago, oil men 
started to use the seismograph to 
locate salt plugs along the gulf 
coast. Charges of dynamite were. 
set off, and the seismic waves. 
were recorded. The waves were 
found to move about three times 
as fast through salt plugs as 
through nearby layers of rock.

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discovered so far have tops which
